is turned topſie turuie. Trulp, truip. 
ik the wozldlp mpuded manne, wholẽ | 
hart, mynd and al, is ſet vpõ wozldly 
thynges, his ſtate. the ends conſidered 
is euen like the ſtate of a dzeamer, oz a 
dzeampng man. that is in the middes 
ok his ple alaunt t pꝛoſitable dꝛeames. 
He thynketh all is well, and he hath 

al thinges after his awne hartes tuft. 
and ſuppoſeth all thynges lo to cont; 
nue. But alacke alacke, he is farre de⸗ 
ceiued, euen as a dꝛempng man is. Foꝛ 
when God ſhall take ſuche men, from 
this vain and dzeampng life, then thab 
thet,trulp ſe and perceiue, with cheir 
awae greate hurte, becauſe thet will 
not conſider it in tpme, that al was as 
vain, as vain dꝛeames, that thei tooke 
fo; bothe ſtable and pꝛoũtable, which 
doeth but make kooles fain foꝛ a tyme.

that doch cõſider, bothe thele mennes 
lifes. chat is co lap this rieche mannes 
life, the pooze beggers life, but that 
the rithe manne was euen a 'verie paz 
terne, full of felicitie, and che begger 
a paterne of verp miſerp. Thone was 
riche-.-the other a beggar and pooze, 
the one had abundance of all thynges 
and the other the lacke of all thpnges, 
The one had fomanphouſes., æ the o:

Marke here, chat all ho⸗ 
noꝛs, all diguities, allpꝛomocions, all

Let vs conſider, what maner ot 
Tparſing had Lazarus frõ this Death 
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Death fothis good and godlp begger 
pea,toallgodlp men.is agreate bene:

innumerable euils, eut᷑ as it wer men 
that had deen long in a ſharpe pꝛiſon, 
from greate affliccion,to great rekre⸗ 
ſhyng.

Whiche place, ſome men call Mara: 
dlſe,after Lhuttes ſaipug to the theke

purpoſe. Here we be taught moꝛouer 
that if we be not thankful to God fo 
thinges receiued at his bande. aud be 
merctfull to our poze neighboꝛs with 
theſame goodes, that then we thalbee 
Þninercifullp handled with perpetu⸗ 
al toꝛmentes in hel. Alſo we bee com: 
maunded to learne of the holpe ſcrip⸗ 
ture, what pleaſure we map looke foz 
at Goddes hande, ik wee heare, aud o: 
bey hym accozdpng to his owne wpll 
ſet furth in ſcripture and none other 
where. And contrary wple wee mape 
learne what paine wee ſhalbeſure to 
haue ik we do otherwiſe.
